Canada's No. 2 
tential Doubled 


CALGARY, Alta. — Saskatchewan, Canada’s No. 2 oil prov- 
ince, has doubled its oil potential in recent months, to a current 
productive ability exceeding 8,000 barrels daily, and in recent 


weeks has boosted actual prod 
than 5,000 barrels daily. The p 


uction for the first time to more 
otential is expected to materially 


increase over the next few months, from evaluation drilling of 
recent dis¢overy areas, and probably from new strikes. Actual 
production will likely get its next large boost next spring. 


The Saskatchewan picture com- 
pares with current oil production of 
around 185,000 barrels daily in Al- 
berta, and Alberta potential of 
around 280,000 barrels daily. In third 
place is Manitoba, with current pro- 
duction of some 600 barrels daily and 
potential exceeding 1,000 barrels. 
Manitoba output is expected to pass 
1,000 barrels daily in a few weeks, 
with completion of facilities for de- 
liveries to the Alberta-Great Lakes 
interprovincial pipeline. 

At the time of Alberta’s Leduc 
discovery in February, 1947, Saskat- 
chewan was producing 620 barrels of 
Lloydminster heavy crude daily. 
Compared to Alberta’s 18,000 bar- 
rels daily, mainly from Turner Val- 
ley. During the spectacular climb 
of Alberta discoveries, potential and 
production since 1947, Saskatchewan 
has also been moving ahead, Its 1947 
daily average was 1,479 barrels, in- 
creasing to 2,342 barrels daily in 
1948, reaching 2,852 barrels daily in 
1950, 3,422 barrels daily in 1951, and 
averaging 4,120 barrels daily during 
first half of 1952, 

The greatest Saskatchewan  en- 
couragement has come this year. In 
the southwest corner of Saskatche- 


wan, 95 miles north of the American | 
Exploration | 


border, Socony-Vacuum 
Company has recently made four dis- 
coveries on lands secured under 
farmout from Western Prairie Ex- 
ploration Company and_ Southern 
Production Inc, These strikes are in 
the Fosterton - Cantuar-Midway-Suc- 
cess area, 

So far 14 Fosterton area wells 
have been completed with oil indi- 
cated. Three rigs are engaged in 
evaluation drilling. Indicated poten- 
tial is over 1,200 barrels daily and 
should be substantially increased in 
coming months. Actual production 
is small, averaging around 150 bar- 
rels daily, and no great increase in 
output is likely for some months, 
Primary concern of Socony is evalu- 
ation of the area, There are good 
reasons to expect that evaluation 
will justify in the next year or so 
construction of pipeline facilities for 
low cost transport of production to 
market, 

Fosterton Pool currently has nine 
wells capable of production, Only 
one is being operated, Its potential 
is about 300 barrels daily on one- 
quarter inch choke, with crude from 
the lower cretaceous pay sand show- 
ing about 24 degrees API gravity. 
The Cantaur Pool, 814 miles south- 
east of Fosterton Pool, now has three 
wells capable of production, pay 
zones being two lower cretaceofis 
sands, one yielding 23.1 gravity oil, 
the other 11.6 gravity heavy crude. 

The Success Pool, 10 miles east of 
Fosterton Pool, has at present a dis- 
covery capable of producing 22.6 
gravity oil from a lower cretaceous 
and. The Midway Pool, 15 miles 
southwest of Fosterton Pool, has a 
discovery oil well capable of produc-

sand, A gas discovery well is also 
in the Midway area, 

Western Saskatchewan's other 
promising new oil area is Coleville, 
located some 95 miles northwest of 
Fosterton. This field was discovered 
last year by Royalite Oil Company 
Ltd, and Albercan Oil Corporation, 
the latter a subsidiary of Canada 
Southern Oils Ltd. Coleville is a 
lower cretaceous sand heavy crude 
field, yielding 14 gravity oil. At 
present the field has 57 wells cap- 
able of oil production, plus five gas- 
wells, 

Around half of Coleville’s wells 
are currently producing with pump 
yield per well between 40 and 50 
barrels daily, In August yield was 
45,647 Parrels, or 1,472 barrels daily. 
Cumulative to Aug. 31 was 209,220 
barrels, Indicated potential is now 
about 3,000 barrels daily. 

In the Coleville area, Canada 
Southern Oils has completed three 
wells at Buffalo Coulee, 414 miles 
northwest of Coleville field, capable 
| of producing 10 gravity crude from 
cretaceous sand, One of these is now 
operating at 25 barrels daily, Can- 
ada Southern has completed a 40- 
barrel daily oil well at Eureka, Two 
miles southeast of Coleville field, plus 
two gaswells in the same area, At 
Driver, four miles west of Coleville 
field, Canada Southern has complet- 
ed four gaswells and one well giving 
some 33 gravity light oil with a high 
gas-oil ratio—C, O. Nickle in Van- 
couver Province.

Arizona Grain Grower To 
Establish Large Alfalfa Seed 
Farm North Of Flin Flon 


FLIN FLON, Man.—A 2,000 acre 
farm producing registered alfalfa 
seed for the Canadian market is 
being established less than 75 miles 
south of Flin Flon, 

Bulldozers are busy at the present 
time tearing out bush that covers 
over three sections of land on the 
outskirts of Wanless some 33 miles 
south of the 54th parallel. 

When broken the land is expected 
to produce thousands of bushels of 
registered seed that will be sold at 
top market prices for planting in 
other parts of the Dominion. 

The large project is being under- 
taken by W. Wright of Arizona, 

A certified seedgrower and ranch- 
er in the United States, Mr. Wright 
purchased the-large tract of land 
from several residents of Wanless 
last winter and is still seeking to 
buy further acreage for his venture. 

He has established a home at Wan- 

less and travels between the two 
widely separated farms by private 
aircraft. A landing field has been 
built on his northern farm to allow 
him to land in his own back yard 
rather than motor from the field at 
The Pas 30 miles south. 
‘Mr. and Mrs. Wright have been at 
Wanless since last July although he 
recently flew back to Arizona. He 
will return shortly. 

Mr. Wright first learned of the 
area through the Dominion govern- 
ment and a year ago paid a visit to

The Importance of Soil 
Conservation 

Because of mechanization the ex- 
ploitation of the soil in North 
America is possibly the worst in the 
history of mankind. Already jn the 
comparatively short history of the 
United States 50 million ‘acres of 
choice farm lands have been ruined 
100 million acres have lost 75% of 
the top soil and a further 100 mil- 
lion acres have lost 25% of the 
productive layer. 

Four billion acres of arable land, 
at the present time, feeds the 
world’s population of 2% billion 
human beings. The population of 
the world is increasing rapidly, 
while at the same time the soil re- 
sources are being destroyed through 
erosion, e 

Soil Not Thoroughly Understood, 
Possibly the biggest stumbling block 
in soil conservation is the fact that 
many people think of soil as simply 
a mixture of minerals and organic 
matter, which must be cultivated in 
order to produce a crop, and which 
tracks up the kitchen in wet 
weather, Soil is indeed a mixture 
of minerals and organic matter but 
it is also a living mass of tiny 
organisms. The work of these 
organisms is to change the raw min- 
erals and organic matter of the soil 
into plant food, Without them no 
crops could be grown, and without 
organic matter the soil organisms 
have nothing on which to live. 
Organic matter is important in 
other respects also, It enables the 
soil to absorb moisture and to re- 
tain it. It holds the soil together, 
Without organic matter and fibre 
the soil has no binding material. It 
is then at the mercy of every wind 
that blows over it and every rain 
that falls upon it. 

Bare Fallow Destructive. Most 
of our erosion takes place on bare 
fallows. Nature always supplies a 
protective cover. We could protect 
our fields.if the trash and stubble 
remaining after cropping was util- 
ized to the best advantage, Burning, 
careless cultivation, or the wrong 
choice of implement can destroy 
that protection. We need a change 
in our attitude toward the soil. We 
must all work for conservation, Yes, 
you too have a responsibility to the 
soils of Western Canada,
